With a million dollars in new 
money already made available, and 
half as much definitely in sight, the 
new company three weeks ago named 
its board of directors and settled 
down to the big task of carrying to 
successful fruition the devejopment 
programme started by the concern 
which it succeeded.

for visitors in the high Sierra coun- 
try. to unfold the little known mar- 
vels of these regions to the public 
and to afford a means of relieving 
the congestion in the flour of the 
valley itself. 

In the wonderful Tuolumne Mea- 
dows, 8000 feet above sea level, in 
a setting of unparalleled grandeur, 
it is proposed to develop a camp 
something in the order of Camp 
Yosemite. Hetch Hetchy Valley and 
the Grand Canyon of the 
Tuolumne, celebrated for their 
scenic beauty, ure to be popularized 
by the erection of a camp and pos- 
sibly a hotel within easy reach of 
their most wonderful points of in- 
terest. 

TO CARE FOR NIMRODS. 

The Lake Merced Lodge, mecca 
of trout fishermen, will be enlarged. 
Bungalow units will be built. to en- 
large the capacity of the beautiful 
Glacier Point Hotel. The dining- 
room in the Mariposa Big Tree 
Grove is to be enlarged and cot- 
tages will be built so that people 
may linger there as long as they 
will. Cottage camp groups will be 
established at various other places 
as the plans are matured. 

The government has completed 
surveys for a new road of easy 
grade going from the floor of the 
valley up Merced Canyon past Ver- 
nal and Nevada Falls and on across 
the mountains to Tenaya Lake. This 
route, which will be only fourteen 
miles in length, will make the “up- 
stairs’’ of the park easily accessible 
to all who visit Yosemite, reducing 
by forty miles the distance neces- 
sary to cover, now, in getting to 
the heights over the Big Oak Flat 
and Tioga roads. The new road will 
be a short cut route to Mono Lake 
and Lake Tahoe, enabling tourists 
coming from the East to stop at the 
latter famous spot and continue 
thence on into Yosemite without be- 
ing compelled to go to San Fran- 
cisco and come back again through 
the San Joaquin Valley 


PLAN ALL-YEAR RESORT. 
The company expects to lay em- 
phasis on the wonders of Yosemite 
as an all-year-round resort. The 
present automobile roads over the 
mountains are closed by snow most 
of the winter, and comparatively 


few persons go into the valley by 
rail, With the completion of the 
new State highway route it will be 
possible to travel by auto directly 
to the floor of the valley at any 
time of year.

Mare than 60,000 persons vigited 
the park last year, and of these 
around 43,000 drove over the moun- 
tain roads in automobiles. I¢ the 
new State highway into the valley 
is completed early next year, as 
expected, and there is only thirty- 
five miles yet to be finished, it is 
predicted that at least 150,020 per- 
sons will drive to Yosemite in 1921. 
And meanwhile, fortunately for 
the 150,000, the Yosemite National 
Park Company, with the co-opera-

BARLEY IN THE ALFALFA FIELD. 


N THESE times of high prices for feed-

planted to forage and grain crops. The use 
of better seed, the introduction of higher 
Yytelding varieties, better preparation pi 
land, and other practices calculated to im- 
prove yield are now as never before occu- 
pying the attention of raisers of feedstuffs. 
A most promising and hitherto almost 
universally overlooked method of helping 
increase the feed supply lies in the raising 
of a cereal crop of either oats or barley in 
alfalfa fields during the winter season. If 
it had not been done successfully by a num- 
ber of farmers and under a considerable 
diversity of conditions, the suggestion of 
such an idea might seem revolutionary or 
impracticable. The fact is, however, that 
the practice has been in vogue in the Im- 
perial Valley and Arizona as well as in scat- 
tered spots in other parts of the State for a 
number of years. It has not been adopted 


NOTABLE ILLUSTRATION. 

An instance typical and illustrative of the 
practice is that followed by Volney 4H. 
Craig of San Fernando, former president of 
the Los Angeles County Farm Bureau, on 
his 700-acre ranch north of Los Angeles. 
Mr. Craig has for some seven or eight 
years annually raised a crop of from one to 
two tons of bariey hay in his alfalfa fields 
and without the slightest indication of any 
injury to the alfalfa. Along in early fall he 
discs his alfalfa fields with the discs set 
straight so that no shearing or turning re- 
sults, there being only a cutting of the 
crowns and loosening of the soil, the crust 
being broken. He then broadcasts in the 
neighborhood of eighty pounds of barley to 
the acre following this up by rolling with 
a ridge roller, the ridges on -the roller fur- 
nishing the irrigation furrows. During the 
winter Mr. Craig pastures the bariey down 
several times with his.cattle and swine. In 
early spring the barley is allowed to 
and has always made a good crop of hay. 
This last season the barley was permitted 
'to almost mature before being cut,

And it is just this thing that has happened 
on more than one occasion this show season 
in various gections of the State. Now it 
hurts to good money being sent away 
for breeding and exhibition fowl, when our 
owllWbreeders can supply show birds of equal 
(and in many cases superior) values; it 


creates dissatisfaction on the part of the 
purchasers and certainly is inimical to the 
best interests of the Standard-bred poultry 
1austry in California. Recent importations 
« White Leghorns, Rhade Island Reds and 
Le:ted Rocks have lost to California bred 
p.ras in the show room. In view of the fact 
teat the awards were, for the most part, all 
made by eastern judges, it can hardly be 
said there was.any misconception or igno- 
rance revealed in the judging. The only 
conclusion seems to be that the Ried sent 
out to compete for honors agd@inst the Cali- 
fornia-bred specimens were. decidedly in- 
ferior in quality. Even at this the matter in 
some instances might possess some redeem- 
ing features, provided the importations come 
in for a close second: but when some of 
them were not even gwen place, excepting 
in the discard, the matter becomes sugzges- 
tive of gold brick operations and the shell 
game atmosphere. To pay long prices for 
birds that are relegated to the butcher is 
rot only disappointing but rather expensive.

shut; eyes closed and swollen out; mouth 
forced open by cheesy growth; patches of 
canker in mouth and throat. 

Roup is a contagious and malignant dis- 
ease and calls for drastic treatment. Many 
experienced poultrymen do not doctor roupy 
birds, they kill and bury them, or incinerate 
the carcass. At once segregate the ailing 
ones from the healthy, affording dry, well 
ventilated quarters, free from draughts of 
air; clean up the yards and house with some 
good disinfectant. There are a number of 
remedies, which afte more or less effective 
in the first stages of the disease, but in ag- 
gravated cases, the ailing ones had better 
be destroyed. Often birds apparently cured 
are likely to become the source of later out- 
breaks. The following is recommended by 
the American Poultry Advocate: 

“Put a small amount of kerosene ofl in the 


water. Remove all drinking places that are 
not covered with oil. Keep this oll-covered 
using the oil for three or Your days, put 
enough potassium . permanganate in the 
drinking water to turn it a pink color. This 
acts merely as a disinfectant and not as 
a cure.” 

The supply houses and drug stores carry 
roup remedies, any one of which has its 
value, unless the trouble is too far advanced. 
Cleanliness, sanitary quarters, exercise and 
wholesome feeding are the factors that in-

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PLANTING PEACH PITS. 

PORTERVILLE.—"Shortage” of nursery 
stock throughout California is not a short 
age at all, but is the inevitable result of 
the unusual demand for all classes of trees, 
with the -result that stocks have been 
cleaned up unusually early, according to 
leading nurserymen of the San Joaquin Val- 
ley. Orchard development work is being 
carried out on a scale never before ap- 
proached. New vineyards, peach, prune and 
apricot orchards and groves of nut trees 
and olives are being prepared as rapidly as 
labor and materials can be secured, with 
the prospect that thousands of acres, here- 
tofore fallow will be put under cultivation 
this year. One fortunate phase of the situ- 
ation according to the general view is that 
nursery stock dealers in the East are sold 
out, due to conditions which arose from the 
war and their inability to secure stock for 
bench grafting. As a result there are few 
importations of deciduous trees, and there 
is therefore little danger of the invasion of 
this State by troublesome tree pests. Sev- 
eral hundred acres of peach pits are to be 
planted in the San Joaquin Valley this year, 


of thousands will be available for the mar- 
ket in 1921. For. the remainder of this year, 
however, the man who-has not already 
bought his fruit or vffie stock will be lucky 
if he is able to secure any. 


FROST DAMAGES OLIVES. 
MENTONE.—Reports received from olive 
orchards in the foothill districts, as well 
as from a-few of the orchards down in the 
valley, indicate that some damage has 


done by frost to the olives which were still 
on jhe trees. Most of the growers had 
picked their olives, but those who did not 
will probably suffer some loss; just how 
much is not known at this time. M. P. Chubb, 
well-known grower of the ing district, 
was one of the more fortunate. A short 
time ago he sold his entire crop of olives on 
the trees to a cash buyer who offered what 
Mr. Chubb considered a fair price. The 
buyer failed to pick the-crop, and he will 
likely lose a part of it as the result of the 
cold weather, which came several weeks 
earlier than usual. The fruit touched that 
way can be handled at once, however, and 
most of the oil which ig extracted can be 
sold for a good price. The season's olive 
crop has not been large, but the growers are 
not worrying so much about the quantity 
because the prices promise to be the best 
ever. Many of the growers were saved 
from disposing of their crops at prices un- 
der the market, when some of the best 
known houses sent out warnings that cash 
buyers with the expectation of getting the 
fruit way below the market were in the 
field. The fruit as a rule is of very fair 
quality this year. Most of the olive plants 
are putting up as pickled olives as 
they can. 


MUCH PRUNING AHEAD. 


MENTONE.—Pruning is becoming one of 
the big things in this section now and the 
expert pruners are sharpening their tools 
and getting ready to dig in on tile deciduous 
fruit trees first and then the citrus fruit 
trees. Much of the pruning is done by 
white men, but in the last few years the 
Filipinos and Japs have been working in 
gangs and getting large contracts. Ten 
years ago the Japs in this district worked 
in the fruit altogether, picking being their 
big job. They drifted away from this sev- 
eral years ago, however, and now there are 
but few Japs in this city and practically all 
of the picking is done by gangs of Mexicans. 
The growers like the Mexicans better, al- 
though they do not work quite as fast as the 
Japs. The Japs afe excellent pruners, how- 
ever, and they know how it should be done 
through centuries of such work. There is 
now in this section probably 8000 acres 
planted to deciduous fruit trees, where ten 
years ago there were not more than 800 
acres. There are close to 19,000 acres of 
citrus fruit trees to be pruned practically 
every year, so it can be seen that starting in 
January and lasting until August or later 
there is plenty of work for the pruners. 


‘BIG TRACT TO COTTON, 

SAN JACINTO—Part of the Poorman 
ranch near here will go into cotton next 
year. The owners, Messrs. Poorman and 
Shaver, recently leased 250 acres of their] 
holdings to Cleve Gentry who has announced 
that he will plant the ‘entire tract in cotton 
the coming season. Mr. Gentry will grow 
the Durango variety of short staple, having 
already ascertained, by sending samples of 
cotton grown here to Texas, that its quality 
is as good ff not better than that grown 
there. The cotton will be handled at the 
Odell gin soon to be erected in Perris.

SANTA BARBARA.—Speaking of the farm

“Most of our 
farming is done with tractors, because we 
farm on such a large scale, and machinery 
has largely taken the place of the farm la- 
borer here. We have ample farm help for 
thé general farming. The average wage is 
$3.50 a day and board, but during the three 
months of the harvest, transients must be 
secured, and the individual gets as much as 
$6 a day and board. I know of one Lompoc 
rancher who paid such a wage for a man to 
drive a team, and that was all he did. Santa 
Barbara county has a Farm Bureau in course > 
of organization. One of its first duties will 
be that of fixing a uniform wage standard — 
for harvest labor over the county, Mr. 
Kellogg states that the baby lima and the 

Henderson bush are being substituted in 
many of the small white bean sections, as 
there is a demand for both these beans. 


CANNERIES UNITE. 

HEMET.—At a meeting of the stockhold- 
ers of the Hemet-San Jacinto Growers Asso- 
ciation held here last week it was decided 
to consolidate the canneries at Hemet, On- 
tario, Elsinore and Fallbrook under the 
mame of the California Growers’ Associa 
tion and to estabjjsh a main office in Los 
Angeles. This organization, has heretofore 
devoted all its efforts to selling the output 
of the canneries, but will hereafter manage 
the canneries as well. On the new board of 
directors elected at the meeting all of the 
canneries included in the consolidation are 
represented. This year has been the most 
prosperous the fruit growers have ever 
known. The report of the secretary read 
at the meeting showed that the apricot crop 
brought an average of $104 per ton to the 
grower, this being morte than twice the 
highest prices ever received before. The 
highest grade brought $142,. eeeonds $108, 
thirds, $75, while the apricots uged for jam 
sold for $44. Peaches ran hich. 
Clings averaged $96 per ton, firsts, $125: 
seconds, $99: thirds, $62. Freestones av- 
eraged $69. Class A, $110; B, $79: C, $62, 
Canning péaches, which areoften a dead 
loss, brought $38 per ton. }

The evil consequences of scant feeding 
are legion, and the more we study the 
whys of feeding the more will we realize 
its importance, especially when we con- 
sider that all body building comes alone 
from the feed an animal é¢ats, and that an 
animal’s size is more or less influenced by 
the withholding or giving of this impor- 
tant element. To be sure, the nature of 
the feeds also have an important bearing, 
as feeds from different causes and at dif- 
ferent times carry less nutritive qualities.

105.4 deg. It is evident that heat must be 
continuously produced within the body to 
maintain these temperatures. — 

Energy, must also be supplied to carry 
on the working machinery. The heart, 
lungs and other organs cannot operate 
without waste; the organs of digestion and 
assimilation require constant fixing up. The 
mineral matter from foods is necessary to 
constantly supply the rene waste from 
the body. 

Fat is the animal's chief reserve fuel, and 
when the supply of fat begins to fail, the 
muscular tissue of the body is torn down 


finally perishes through — impairment 
of its organs, and the lack body fuel to 
carry on the functions of life. 

Flesh eating animals can withstand hun- 
ger longer than herb eating animals. It is 
said that dogs and cats have lived until 
their weight was decreased 33 to 40 per 
cent., while horses and ruminants will die 
when their weight has been reduced 20 to 
25. per cent., and young animals lose 
weight more rapidly and die after a smaller 
loss of weight than old ones. 

That there is a constant fight of the 
body to res'st disease germs should well 
be remembered, and nature’s way ts to 
build a resistant, strong body. Disease at-. 
tacks weak things and weak placés and a 
run down animal is an easy mark. 

FEEDING AND BREEDING. 
On the other hand generous feeding has 


everything to recommend it. The business 


of the dairy cow is primarily to produce 
milk and butter fat and the success with 
which she performs this mission depends 
in a large measure on how she was grown, 
and developed as a heifer. Scant feed'ng, 
besides the enumeration above, tends to. 
ward degeneracy or a reversion to original 
conditions, and as the dairy cew is more 
or less an artificial product, and has been 
developed to a much higher degree of ef- 
ficiency in milk and butter fat production, 
for this very reason she needs more arti- 
ficial care and attention. 

One attempting to improve his herd by 
better breeding, therefore, should not by 
any means overlook the feed and care of

“GEORGIA, THE PEACH 
STATE,” NOW MISNOMER 


Georgia is a State of wonderful agr‘cultur- 
al development, and has enjoyed, up to the 
last fruit harvest, the reputation of produc- 
ing more peaches than any other State, But 
the “Georgia peach” has to be content with 
second place in the matter of production 
now, as California last year produced more 
than twice as much as Georgia. 

The farm production of peaches In 1918 
was 34,000,000 bushels and, according to 
September estimates, in 1919 was 50,000,000 
bushels. The commercial crop, in distinc- 
tion from the farm production, for each 
of the past three years was as follows: In 
1917, 29,000,000 bushels; in 1918, 21,000,000 
bushels; in 1919 (September estimates,) 
29,000,000 bushels. | 

In 1919 there were thirty-four States that 
had an annual average production of more 
than 100,000 bushele each, Idaho's crop be- 
ing the smallest of the thirty-four, and Calli- 
fornia’s the largest. The latter’s average 
annual production of peaches for the five- 
year period 1912-1916, inclusive, was 9,669.- 
000 bushels. Georgia ranked second with 
4,550,000 bushels. Arkansas third with 
3,503,000 bushels, Texas fourth with 2.877.-|— 
000 bushels. While California far exceeds 
Georgia in yield, a large part of the former's

KEROSENE TRACTORS. 


Many of the tractors sold for farm work 
are made to use kerosene as fuel. The 
kerosene-burning tractor has been developed 
becatise of the demand for machines using 
cheap fuel, to lower farm production costs. 
Most Of these kerosene tractors are manu- 
factured east of the Mississippi River, where 
distillate is not produced, but kerosene is 
available at less cost than gasoline. 

Western oil fields do not yield kerosene, 
but, luckily for the western farmer, produce 
larse amounts of distillate, which is of high- 
ef specific gravity than kerosene, and burns 
much more readily in tractors. The kero- 
tractor can be converted into distillate-} 


burning machines by simply filling the fuel 
tank with the cheap western fuel, and ad- 
justing the carburetor needle valve to meet 
the demands of the new fuel. Kerosene re- 
quires greater heat for proper combustion

ARIZONA ORANGE 
SEASON CLOSED. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)—The orange season 
has closed in the Salt River Valley, with 
the shipment of eighty carloads of Wash- 
ington navels. There remain no navels, but 
a considerable acreage of Jaffas and other 
varieties is rjpening, for local consumption. 
Of grapefruit about fifty carloads will be 


marketed outside the State. Some grape 


fruit were shipped to San Francisco, but 
without profit, as the freight rates were 
high and the California competition too 
keen. A better market was found in the 
East. The marketing was done by the Mu- 
tual Orange Distributors of Redlands, Cal., 
the fruit being generally handfed before the 


was some trouble in the competition of Va- 
lencias that had been held over from the 
former crop of that State. As a whole, the 
Arizona fruit brought about $1 a box above 
competing brands of relatively the same 
grade. 


Arizona oftchards never have borne as

Here the “June drop” especially is trouble- 
some. Frost catches the fruit very rarely, 
as the picking usually is done well before 
very cold weather materializes. The local 
deficiency in production now is being 
studied by California experts and the or- 
ange growers are preparing to go to school 
study questions of cultivation and fertili- 
zation. One theory, said to have been suc- 
cessfully demonstrated at Ingleside, in the 
State’s oldest orange orchard, is that water 
should be applied whenever the orange 
leaves lose luster. There also has been 
little fertilization, most of the humus hav- 
ing been applied by the growing of cow- 
Been, some clover or similar nitrogen pro- 
ucers. 


THOUSANDS OF HORSES 
DISPLACED LAST YEAR. 


According to gathered by the 
Standard Oil Company, which keeps a check 
on fuel sold to tractors, and data gathered 
by the State Agricultural Society of Calli- 
fornia, 45,000 horses were displaced by trac- 
tors on farms of the State during 1919. But 
the price of good horseflesh seems to be 

going up instead of down, and it is, “there- 
fore, assumed that not so many horses are 
being raised in the State since the tractor 
came into general use. 

In 1910, statistics show, the horses and 
mules in California numbered 468,886, and 
in 1919, 435,000. The farm area increased 
greatly in the above period, and there was 
more intensive cultivation. It is estimated 
that 145,000 horses were displaced by trac- 
tors = the nine-year period.

WATER TABLE RISES 
IN FERNANDO VALLEY.

Perhaps, as a young fellow, even then I 
was a hero worshiper, just as now, and I 
was glad to see and hear people who had 
said or done great things—and here was 
Charles Dickens, himself, to come and talk 
and read at Rochester, not fifty miles away! 
- My pocketbook was very scant of coin 
but I would see Dickens even if I had to 
walk to Rochester. 

Dickens was again collecting pounds 
sterling and dollars from the lion-hunting 
Americans. They had forgotten the awful 
but true lambasting he had given them 
during a previous tour; but he had written 
some pleasanter things about them after 
that, and now when he appeared before 
them it was simply'a question of handker- 
chiefs and tears. What was more natural 
than that I, the embryo Sam’! Weller, should 
gather my dollars together and con- 
vert them into tickets, by stage coach and 
rail, from our village to Rochester city to 
behold my idol? , 

I had never been in a great theater, or 
operahouse, till then and when I reached 
my $2 seat it seemed as if all fashionable 
Rochester -had gotten there before me. 
That $2, not much money, to be sure, but 
a lot for me, brought me one of the greatest 
pleasures of my life. The full lights were 
on when I went in, the curtain was up, but 
the stage was empty, save for a little stand 
and a pitcher of water at the front. A sort 


of expectant silence filled the house for a 


few moments and then there was a faint 
gustling of gowns and dropping of pro 
grammes as eyes turned stagewards and in 
another moment a handsome, gray-haired 
figure, with a great red rose on its breast, 
tripped quickly across the stage to the little 
stand.

Sedition. 


N THE natural reaction against bad men, 
who would overthrow the United States 
government, there is danger of our going to 
the other extreme. and suppressing free 
apeech and personal liberty. The Sterling 
dill, if and technically enforced, 
might even cause the imprisonment for 
twenty years of a man who criticised the 
administration, a proceeding that is quite 
common during political 
sometimes in between. 

The bill leaves the Postmaster Deneral to 
fudge, on his own impulse or discretion, 
whether or not an article is or is not “sedt- 
tious.” That is too great a power to place 
fn the hands of any one man. 

In considering cases of the kind, the in- 
tent should always be borne in mind. You 
have a right to say that the American gov- 
ernment is rotten, or even to declare that an 
imperial government would be better, but 
you have no right to attempt. or prociaim. 
or recommend that such change should be 
made by force. 

In a country where universal suffrage pre- 
vails, there is no excuse for a resort to force 
—nor is there any excuse for suppression of 
free speech.
